The Springhill cheese 
factory was built about 1881 on 
the south east Part Lot 6, 
Concession 5 of Madoc 
Township. 

The first factory was built at 
the bottom of a hill near a 
swamp, which turned out to be 
a big mistake in judgement, as 
there was always mud and 
water laying around the 
factory. Mr. Daniel Gillen was 
the first cheesemaker in this 
factory. In 1893, one-half acre 
on the top of the hill was 
purchased from James O Hara 
for the sum of $100. He was to

It’s good time to check > 


progress of dairy herds 


By D. F. Young 


For dairymen who do not 
keep detailed financial or 
production records, now is a 
good time to check on your 
erd progress while the 1991 
income tax figures are avail- 
able and fresh in mind 

Gross milk sales per cow is 
an easy check to give some 
indication on comparative 
returns. This figure can be 
arrived at by simply taking the 
gross sales as reported on the 
income statement, add in the 
dairy subsidy and then divide 
by the average number of cows 
in the herd 

Gross sales should include 
transportation costs and other 
dairy milk cheque deductions. 
The average number of cows 
should be total mature animals 
in the herd, both dry and 
milking. The gross milk sale 
figure for most herds should be 
in the range of $3,200 to $3,500 
and up. In general, the higher 
the figure the better. 

While costs r cow may 
increase’ wit increased 
production, in nearly all 
instances, those herds with the 
higher gross sales are the 
same ones with the highest net 
income. There is a strong 
correlation between milk sales 
per cow and net farm income. 

If you have gross sales less 
than $3,200 per head, start 
looking for a reason. It could 
be that sales are reduced 
because of over quota ship- 
ments, a higher than average 
percentage of milk fed to 
calves, a higher percentage of 
milk sales into the number two 
market, lower than average 
production per cow, or a 


_ combination of the above.

Actual 
sales per cow in litres is easily 
determined by adding up the 
total milk shipments for the 
tax year and, again, dividing 
by the average number of cows 
in the herd. ; 

' This will give milk sales in 
litres per cow. For most large 
breeds, this should run in the 
area of 6,000 to 7,000 litres per 
cow. Again, anything much 
less should be cause for 
concern. Another simple check 
is to determine the returns for 
hectolitre of milk ay eee This 
can be determined by simply 
dividing the total shipments 
for the tax yéar taken from the 
monthly milk statements into 
gross milk sales as reported on 
the tax return. Again, include 
the milk subsidy. Returns 
should be in the range of $53 to 
$55 per hectolitre. 

Higher returns will indicate 
a higher-than-average butter- 
fat test and/or a hig rcen- 
tage of number one milk ship- 
ment.

More milk, fewer heart attacks 


Editor’s note: The following 
article was written by Anthony 
Phelps and appeared in the 
April 1, 1991 edition of 
Feedstuffs. 


Cardiff, Wales - A strong link 
between drinking more milk: 
and a reduction in heart 
disease had been uncovered 
during a 10-year study involv- 
ing 4,200 middle-aged men in 
Britain. 

The discovery, which seems 
to turn medical orthodoxy on 
its head, was made by doctors 
at Llandough Hospital. 

They found that men who 
drank a pint of milk a day were 
nearly 10 times less likely to 
suffer heart attacks than those 
drinking no milk at all. 

Nearly 10 per cent of the men 
in the study who did not drink 
milk had heart attacks, 
aban 6.3 per:cent who drank 
a half pint and 5.8 per cent who 


drank between half a pint and 
a pint a day.

ble for the cost of disposing of © 


any surpluses on the world 
market. 


Farmers receive fair prices 
for the milk they produce while 
consumers are assured of a 
constant supply of high quality 
dairy products at reasonable 
prices. As well, farmers do not 
create large surpluses and the 
Canadian government does not 
finance any milk exports. 


Article XI 

The section of the GATT that 
authorizes the Canadian 
system is Article X1:2(c)(i).

Commenting on his duties as 
a vet, Dr. Wheal said very few 
cows who are sick are treated. 
“Vets don’t get paid if the cows 
don't get better, however, they 
do get paid if they send them to 
the meat factory, so the 
number one diagnosis is the 
meat factory and very rarely 
do they treat anything or else 
they don't get paid. Every cow 
that gets sick goes to 
slaughter.” 


Russian technology is about 
70 year behind the Western 
world, according to Dr. Wheal. 


“They are not ready for the 
types of technologies we are 
trying to sell 
them...evervthing stopped 70 
years ago advancement 
wise...nothing new has

person in 70 years.” 


Not being able to use those 
technologies is frustrating for 
both Dr. Wheal and the 
Russian people. On one tour 
Dr. Wheal was shown a seinen 
‘storage facility, which was 
up-to-date, but it didn’t contain 
“one stick of semen in it.” At 
another station, the Russians 
are drawing semen, “but they 
are unable to sell it because

they have no connection to the 
market place, so says Dr. 
Wheal ‘‘it just sits.” 

It is also a challenge for Dr. 
Wheal to teach the farmers 
about milk quality. He said a 
SCC undér one million is 
unusual and is a real problem. 

Equipment remains their 
main problem of the farm. Dr. 
Wheal indicated they either 
have outdated machinery or 
they have purchased Western 
technology that they don't 
know how to use. 

An example of ‘‘modern 
technology’ was a rotary 

alour, sold to a Russian 
armer about four years ago. 
However, as Dr. Wheal points 
out, ‘rotary palours went out 
of favour in thewest probably 
15 or 20 years ago.” 

“That is another problem 
they are having. A lot of people 
are going to Russia and sellin 
antiquated technology an 
charging a lot of money for it,”’ 
said Dr. Wheal, adding ‘‘they 
(the Russians) have trusted 
the west and are now becoming 
very suspicious of any West- 
erns going over there and 
trying to sell them anything.” 

Another example was the 
sale of four silos which were 
not functional. 

Dr. Wheal explained how a 
farmer had to cut a hole in one 


of the silos to get the feed out. 


because it had frozen one 
winter. He described the silos 
as “four big blue popsicles”’ 
which haven't been used since. 

“If we in the West are going 
to help that country we have to 
sell them things they can 
use...and they can’t use some 
of our technology,”’ Dr. Wheal 
said. 

After paying close to one 
million dollars for a bank of 
silos, one farmer can longer 
use them because they all split. 
According to Dr. Wheal the 
farmer put corn silage, at 75

per cent moisture, in them one 
winter. : 

“It gets very cold in Russia 
for a long period of time and no 
one researched that,” said Dr, 
Wheal, adding “‘it is a tremen- 
dours waste of money and it 
leaves them with a fairly last- 
ing impression (of Westerns).” 


After spending the past two 
a travelling to Russia, Dr. 

heal feels Western countries 
must change “‘our approach a 
little bit and sell them what 
they need.’ In this vein, Dr. 
Wheal has arranged to have 
several Russian vets travel to 
Canada for training for three 
months at a time. 


In summoning up_ the 
Russian people, Dr. -Wheal 
said: ‘‘They are people just 
like us. They have hopes and 
dreams. They have all the 
same worries we do. They 
have lived in a country that 
was closed for 70 years. They 
really had no idea...they really 
thought we were out to destroy 
them, but if you get to know 
them, they really are no 
different.”

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Video helps seniors 
become more active 


You're as young as you 
feel. And feeling young has 
a lot to do with how active 
you are. Unfortunately, as 
people age flexibility tends 
to decline. This. can inter- 
fere with mobility and ulti- 
mately independence--the 
quality of life that seniors 
value most. 


A new, upbeat video 
called ‘“‘Moving To Live’’ 
teaches people how to take 
control of their lives and 
feel better. Dr. Art Burgess, 
the 63-year-old Director of 
Fitness and Lifestyle Prog- 
rams at the University of 
Alberta, demonstrates a 
series of 15 exercises that 
can be done at home, every 
day, in the kitchen, shower, 
urge or bedroom. The 
simple stretches require no 
special equipment and are 
based on safe stretching 
techniques. 


“This video is all about 
getting control of your life,”’ 
says Dr. Burgess. ‘‘As 
people age they tend not to 
move about as much. But 
the more you move around,

Seniors could face higher drug costs 


Seniors could face higher 
costs for both prescription 
and over-the-counter drugs 
with the provincial govern- 
ment’s announced plan to 
cut $140 million from the 
Ontario Drug Benefit plan. 

Ontario Health Minister 
Frances Lankin recently 
announced that the govern- 
ment plans cuts to ODB 
which covers drugs for 
seniors and others on fixed 
incomes. 

“Ontarians paid $4.2 
billion in out-of-pocket 


health care costs last year, 


and this amount may grow 
as the government 
continues to shift the 
responsibility to individu- 
als,’ says Peter Wilms- 
hurst, director of individual 
marketing for Ontario Blue 
Cross. ; 
Wilmhurst said that by 
reducing drug benefits, 


being created and added: 
‘Since seniors and those on 
fixed incomes are the bene- 
ficiaries of ODB, it is likely 
that they will be paying 
more for drugs.” 

Among the measures 
announced in the govern- 
ment’s supplementary 
health budget paper is a 
review of services now 
covered by OHIP. 

Some of the services 
under review are chiroprac- 
tic, podiatry and osteopath- 
ic services. The govern- 
ment has frozen its existing 
payment policy for these 
services until the review is 
complete. These services 
are currently among those 
that are ony partially 
funded by OHIP.

Seniors still oppose 
tax instalment system 


Ottawa - Despite Revenue 
Minister Otto Jelinek’s 
plans to simplify the quar- 
terly tax instalment 
system, many seniors’ 
organizations across the 
country are angry that the 
federal government has 
failed to recognize the 
economic burden placed on 
them. 

Jelinek announced in late 
November that as of March 
1992, those who pay income 
tax every three months will 
receive a statement one 
month before the due date, 
indicating the exact amount 
owed. Previously, those 
who did not have taxes 
automatically deducted 
from salary. including an 
estimated 400,000 seniors 
across Canada, had to 
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calculate amounts owing on 
their own. 

Under the new system, 
the first two instalments, 
due on March 15 and June 15 
respectively, will be based 
on the first two instalments 
of the second preceding 
year. For instance, next 
year’s March and June bills 
will be calculated using 1990 
figures. The final two, due 
on Sept. 15 and Dec. 15, will

Resources other than 
sound judgement also can 
help keep older drivers on 
the road and driving safely.

Physical problems that 
interfere with driving abili- 
ty should be reported to 
your doctor. Hearing aids 
and eye glasses can help 
compensate for hearing loss 
or weakened vision.

Effective exercise prog- 
rams strengthen heart, 
lungs and muscles and 
loosen __— joints.

Elder abuse serious topic 
but seldom discussed 


Elder abuse, similar to 
other forms of family 
violence, is gaining atten- 
tion across Canada. The 
impact of abuse on the 
community has been 
exceptional. 

In 1991, older persons 
made up almost 25 per cent 
of Canada’s population and 
that percentage increases 
every year. It is also 
believed that as many as 
four per cent of all persons 
(aged 55 and over) are 
abused in some way. 

Because victims are often 
hesitant to report crimes 
against them it is difficult to 
determine the exact 
number of people being 
abused. pride 

)ften times, like in most 
abuse cases, the Senior may 
feel that no one will believe 
them, or that they have no 
one with whom to talk 

Elder abuse can be 
considered harmed caused 
by one person against 
another who is vulnerable 
primarily or partly due to 
age or physcial limitations.

Elder abuse can happen 
to any older person, but 
statistics indicate the great- 
est physical harm is often 
done to women. People who 
have mental, medical, or 
physcial disabilities are 
especially vulnerable. 

here are a number of 
signs which may indicate 
the existence of elder 
abuse. They are: 
* depression, fear, anxiety 
or passivity; 
* unexplained physical 
injuries; 
* dehydration or lack of 
food; 
* poor hygiene, infected or 
open wounds; 
* over-sedation, improper 
use of medication; 
* unexplained lack of funds, 
large amounts of money 
missing. 


Victims of elder abuse 
know their abusers and 
may be dependant upon 
them for food, shelter, 
personal care and compan- 
ionship.

that in the early ‘70s our 
youth-obsessed society was 
only dimly aware that we 
are an aging population, 
and that perhaps older indi- 
viduals are: also human 
beings. 

Now. during the last 
years of the 20th century, 
even goverments - on a 
zlobal basis - are alarming- 
y aware that the increas- 


ingly older population 
cannot any longer be denied 
recognition.

longer, his mouth falls 
silent and he speaks no 
word. The. power of his 
mind lessens and today he 
cannot remember what 
ee was like. All his 

nes hurt. Old age is the 
worst of misfortunes that 
can affect a man. His nose 
is blocked, and he can smell 
nothing anymore.” 


It’s well known that many 
mature citizens think of 
themselves years. younger 
than their chronological 
age. I’ve heard 70-year-olds 
say, “I don’t feel old...I 
never think about old 
age...in my mind I’m still 20 
or 30.”’ 

Andre Gidge wrote, ‘'l 
have to make a great effort 
to convince myself that I 
am at present as old as 
those who seemed to me so 
ancient when I was young.” 

Begin a I’m with 
Gide. How about you? 

Or perhaps, like the 
Welsh poet Dylan Thomas, 
you cry and revolt, ‘‘Do not 
go gentlé into that good 
night...Rage, Agi against 
the dying of the light.”

Experts discourage vitamin overdosing 


At the first sign of a cold 
many people increase their 
intake of Vitamin C. Maybe 
you even do it yourself. 

Fortunately, your habit is 

robably relatively 

armless--excess Vitamin C 
is eliminated from the body. 
But the example raises an 
issue that concerns physi- 
cians and nutritionists: the 
over consumption ‘of inap- 
propriate use of vitamins. 
Any vitamin, is not recom- 
mended, and may be 
hazardous to your health. 

Dr. John Marks, an inter- 
national expert on vitamins 
and vitamin safety based at 
Cambridge University in 
England, says that ‘‘self- 
medication of high levels of 
any substance is not a good 
thing, Vitamin A, D, and B6 
in particular,” he says. ‘‘It 
can cause significant health 
problems, if used in exces- 
sively high doses over an 
extended period of time.”’ 

Last year, a symposium 
organized by the Swiss Soci- 
ety of Nutrition Research 
eonsidered, among other 
issues, the issue of vitamin 
safety and concluded ‘that 
pee Jitamin C, Vitamin B2 
(riboflavin), biotin, 
antothenic acid, and coba- 
amin were considered safe 


' at levels well above the 


daily Recommended Nutri- 
ent Intake (RNT). In vari- 
ous studies, these vitamins 
have produced no adverse 
reaction in dosages ranging 
from 55 to 1000 times the 
RNI. 
' The ‘true risk vitamins,” 
' as Dr. Marks calls them--A, 
' D, and Bé6--can be toxic in 
dosages ranging from 11-50 
times the RNI. Overdosing 
on the retinol form of Vita- 
min A, for instance, can 
result in loss of appetite, 
lethargy, fatigue and skin 
disorders. The daily 
Recommended Nutrient 
Intake of this vitamin is 
1000 micrograms for males, 
and 800 micrograms for 
females. A ‘‘safe’’ level of 
intake is considered to be no 
more than 10 times the RNI 
level. 

Pregnant women, howev- 
er, should be aware that 
daily intake of 25,000 Inter- 
.national Units or more of 
supplemental Vitamin A in 
the retinol form has been 
associated with some birth 
defects.

You may have_heard of 
another form of Vitamin A 


“that 4s widely available in 


the human diet-- 
betacarotene, found in dark 
green and brilliant yellow 
vegetables. High doses of 
this. provitamin, which is 
converted by our body to 
Vitamin A, are considered 
to be safe and have not been 
shown to be toxic. 


Vitamin D, found in forti- 
fied milk and margarine, 
and in fish, eggs, ‘liver and 
butter, is one vitamin that 
human beings actually need 
less of as they get older. An 
excess of this vitamin can 
cause serious toxicity, with 
side effects ranging from 
loss of appetite to hypercal- 
cemia (elevated blood 
calcium) and calcification 
of the soft tissues. 

The daily RNI for Vita- 
min D is 10 micrograms for 
children and five micro- 
grams for adults. Ten times 
the RNI is still considered a 
safe level of Vitamin D 
intake per day. 

Vitamin B6, which is used 
to treat a number of condi- 
tions, including premen- 
strual syndrome, was once 
thought to be safe in 
extremely high doses. It is 
now considered hazardous 
in doses exceeding 100-110 
milligrams per day, or 50 
times the RNI for men and 
women. 

In 1983, 
series of studies established 
a link between a disorder 
known as ‘‘sensory neuro- 
phathy”’ (an impairment of 
co-ordination and _ the 
senses of touch, tempera- 
ture and pain) and overdos- 
ing of Vitamin B6. Seven 
adults reporting these 
symptoms took part in the 
research, published in the 
New England “Journal of 
Medicine. All seven were 
taking megadoses of vita- 
min pills, four of them 
without any medical super- 


vision. After the subjects © 


stopped taking Vitamin B6, 
their symptoms 
disappeared. 


When choosing a vitamin 


supplement, look for multi- 
vitamins in amounts that 
approximate the Recom- 
mended Nutrient Intake 
and follow the directions on 
the label. Single-dose vita- 
mins should be- avoided 


the first of a- 


unless you are required to 
take them under medical 
supervision.

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YIMBY program puts positive | 


slate on backyard composting

Taking an aggressive 
approach to recycling, the 
Centre & South Hastings Waste 
Management Board has 
decided to put a positive slate 
on the negative NIMBY atti 
tude by introducing the Yes In 
My Back Yard (YIMBY) 
composting project. 

plan will provide free 
composters to all ratepayers..- 

A major portion of residen- 
tial waste, that portion which 
is kitchen scraps and yard 
waste (which compgises about 
46 per cent of residential 
waste) is, for the most part, 
still ending up at landfill sites. 

By offering composters free 
of charge, the CSHWMB is 
asking area residents to take 
their waste reduction efforts 
one step further; to accept a 
backyard composter and begin 
diverting organic: waste from 
dumps and back to the earth. 

Composting Co-ordinator 
Marvin Tucker hopes the prog- 
ram will encourage at least 80 
per cent of the residents with 
Centre & South Hastings to 


Start backyard composting 
practices. 

Basic backyard composters 
will be made available at no 
cost to householders, on a 
door-to-door basis. Tucker said 
there are different units avail- 
able fo be distributed. 

Although a door-to-door blitz 
will take place, organizers are 
encouraging people to pick up 
their composter at one of the 
four temporary weekend 
depots planned for late June. 

Jepots will ‘be set up at the 
IGA stores in Foxboro, Tweed, 
Madoc and Marmora on June 
19 & 20 and again on June 26 & 


27. ‘ 
Tucker said the depots will be 
open on Friday night ‘and all 
day Saturday. 

A more elaborate composter 
called the Earth Machine will 
also be available at a cost of 


$12. This units normally retail” 


for about $60. The Earth 
Machine has the additional 
features of a locking lid and a 
bottom door for gaining access 
to finished compost.

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Identifying Poison Ivy essential. - 


to those allergic to the plant 


By D. F. Young 


All rural residents should be 
able to identify Poison Ivy 
which grows in profusion in 
much of the area along the 
north shores of Lake Ontario. 

For those thousands ‘Of 
sufferers who are allergic to 
the plant, being able to identify 
it is critical. 

Poison ay is very variable 
in its growt 
to deep woods areas, open 
field, swamps, fence row 
borders. roadsides and home 
owners’ gardens.,Normally, in 


this area, it is found as a low 


growing plant in dense colonies 
often almost carpeting the 
ground. 

It is a woody perennial and 
can grow as an upright plant 
two to three feet high or as a 
vine entwined around trees. 
shrubs or posts. Its identifying 
characteristic is three leaflets, 
compound in nature, and 
attached to a woody stem. 

Color varies from deep green 
to reddish in appearance. 
Poison Ivy is spread by seed 
but it also has an extensive 
underground stem system 
from which new plants deve- 
lop. For this reason, killing the 
above ground parts does not 
necessarily mean that the 
plant has been destroyed as 
new shoots appear from the 
underground structures. 

The concern for most people 


habit, adaptable ° 


.who are allergic to the plant is ~ 


the toxic action it has on the 
skin. The oily substance 
contained in the plant may 
stick to clothing or any other 
object. passing. through the 
area. including pets, and is 
easily transferred to individu- 
als. It may also be transferred 
as a vapour and carried by the 
smoke in the case of a bonfire. 


_ For those who are sensitive 
to poison ivy, the first sign may 
be an, ifching sensation 
followed by a faint blush on the 
skin arid then by small, watery 
blisters. A severe attack may 
upset the health of an individu- 
al and necessitate a Seve 
rest in bed. - 

It is for health reasons that 
everyone should be able to 
identify. this noxious weed. 
Control can take several 
forms. If there is a small 
number of plants. digging the 
roots may be effective. A simp- 
ler and more effective control 
where the plant is wide spread 
is to use one of the herbicides 
presently on the market. 

Remember, however, that 
these herbicides will also kill 
many of the other plants if 
treated. Herbicides are avail- 
able. through a number of 
commercial outlets, carl 
stores, etc. Treatment, to be 
most effective, should be done 
in early to mid-June when the 
plant is growing rapidly.

‘Intense’ dramatic production 
reveals a very different Columbus 


. October 12, 1992 marks the 
500th anniversary of Christo- 
pher Columbus’ arrival to the 
New World America. 


As St. Peter's Secondary 
School dramatic arts students 
began to research this event jn 
history, they discovered that 
behind the romanticized 
portrayal was a gruesome 
reality; and the consequences 
for native people who inha- 
bited the conquered lands was 
devastating. 

“Columbus and his followers 
sowed the seeds of racial anta- 
gonism that tangle life in many 
parts of the American contt- 


nent to this day,’ the St. 
Peter's students Jennifer 
Galloro and Micheile Plug say 
quoting from Kenneth 


Auchincloss’ article in News- 
By Courtney Manley, 


Peterborough - The grade 7 
and 8 students from St. Paul's 
School had the experience of 
taking in a performance at St. 
Peter's Secondary School in 
Peterborough on June 9. The 
performance, entitled ‘‘Christ- 
opher Columbus: Beneath the 
Shadows,”’ was written by the 
OAC Dramatic Arts students 
at St. Peter's and was directed 
by Ms Patricia Young. 

The play dealt with the injus- 
tice towards Natives and the 
birth of such with the arrival of 
Columbus in America. The fact 
that history books depict 
Columbus as the discoverer of 
America -- when the natives 
inhabited the land for 
hundreds of years -- was clear- 
ly Hlustrated with a seene from 
a grade 5 classroom. 

The humble lives of the 
Natives before the arrival of 
Columbus were animated 
using mime, ceremonial danc- 
ing and colourful music. 

When Columbus and his 
crew disembarked on the 
shores, the Natives were 
frightened yet curious. 
Communication seemed to 
have been achieved between 
them when a Native girl 
offered what might have been 
vold as a pesture of friendship. 

The Natives were suddenly 
insignificant and were 
forgotten, 

Columbus has been praised 
for centuries for his attempts 
to convert the Natives to 
Christianity.

cast. 

Afterwards, the visiting 
students hada chance to ask 
the cast members about the 
performance and express their 
opinions concerning it. — 

It was an intense production, 
informative and entertaining. 
The hero was exposed as a 
cruel man who has been over- 
rated throughout history, while 
the Native people have been 
exploited and oppressed. 

There is so much that has to 
be done to make amends with 
the Natives and -acknowledg- 
ing past occurences, as they 
really happened, is a step in 
the right direction.

Chronic or acute illness 
can make seniors vulner- 
able to many home acci- 
dents Diseases that 
weaken muscles and joints, 
such as arthritis, alter 
mental abilities such as 
senile dementia and affect 
balance, such as 
congestive heart failure, 
may cause falls, medication 
errors or burns. 

The side effects from 
medications may lead to 
many accidents. Disorien- 
tation, fatigue and muscle 
weakness are common side 
effects that may cause falls, 
medication errors or-burns. 

In 1987, Peterborough 
seniors spent approximate- 
ly 16,000 days, or almost 44 
vears, in hospital as a result 
of injuries related to falls. 
Considering that these falls 
cause emotional strain as 
well as physical mes. 
the seriousness of this 
statistic is much greater. A 
checklist was developed, in 
co-operation with other 
community agencies, to 
help seniors in the city and 
county prevent injuries in 
their own homes. 

It can be used by you, a 


‘family member, or by a 


volunteer. If there is no one 
to help you fill out the 
checklist. volunteers from 
vour local Community Care 
or the Senior Citizens Infor- 
mation Bureau may be able 
to help.

Revised Cemeteries Act now 
charging surtax on monuments 


A new surtax introduced 
in the revised Cemeteries 
Act will be used by Cemet- 
ery Boards to restore old 
monuments . 


Because cemetery boards 
are responsible for the 
upkept of their. properties 
the NDP government has 
decided to charge a surtax 
of $50 (flat marker over 172 
sq. in); $100 (upright 
monment up to 4 ft in height 
or width) and $200 (upright 
monument over 4 ft height 
or width). 


According to the Act the 
surtax ‘‘is paid to the Care 
ind Maintenance Fund of 
he cemetery...”

The Ontario Provincial

of fatal motor vehicle 
collisions. 

Traffic Sgt. A. G. Perry says 
that in 1992, District 8, which 
includes the Counties of Peter- 
borough, Haliburton, Victoria, 
Northumberland and portions 
of Highway 401 in the region of 
Durham, has investigated 21 
fatal ‘motor vehicle collisions 
lin which 31 persons were 
killed. 

Nine of the collisions 
occurred on Highway 401, eight 
on other highways, with four 
taking place on County roads. 

Although fewer vehicles 
have been checked this year,

increased by some 10 per cent.

The program, a partnership 
between the Ontario Federa- 
tion of Anglers and Hunters 
and the Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources, is an infor- 
mation network through an 
all-Ontario toll-free hotline. 

The hotline will take calls 
from across the province from 
people who believe they they 
have spotted zebra mussels or 
have other related informa- 
tion. The hotline will also link 
callers with local sources for 
technical assistance and will 
field academic, media and 
veneral public inquiries. A 
number of publications and 
resources’ are available .to 
callers. :

hotline, you can learn how to 
help slow the spread of zebra 
mussels.” 

Zebra mussels infiltrated 
Great Lakes waters from 
Europe in the mid-1980s. The 
thumbnail-sized olluses 
probably came to Canada in 
the ballast water of an ocean- 
going freighter. 

Since their spread through 

the Great Lakes, zebra 
mussels have clogged vital 
water intake pipes and 
threatened fish habitat. Last 
summer, zebra mussels were 
sighted in some inland lakes 
across the Trént-Severn 
Waterway. There are concerns 
that the mussels may negative- 
ly affect inland aquatic ecosys- 
tems, damaging valuable 
resources, businesses and 
jobs. 
Quinney said there’s still a 
long way to go before we 
understand the real effects of 
zebra mussels and how to 
control them. ‘“‘Through the 
information this line provides, 
and public education, we may 
be able to slow them down 
enough to learn how to deal 
with them,”’ he said. 

If you see what you think are 
zebra mussels, compare them 
with the following checklist: 1. 
Adult mussels can grow to 
approximately five centimet- 
res (two inches) long; 2. 
Striped ‘‘zebra’’ pattern; 3. 
Often it clusters, especially | 
along submerged shoreline. 
Usually attached to a hard 
surface; 4. Most ey in 
warmer waters with high 
calcium content, e.g., portions 
of the Great Lakes.

Culture: Take 1 cup milk, 
leave it in a warm.place for 24 
frours. Stir in 1 cup of all-,. 
purpose flour. Leave in af: 
warm. place until it bubbles 
and gets sour. (For ‘a really. 
active sourdough culture, take 
your mixture, cover with 
cheesecloth, leave outside in a 
warm place and let wild yeast © 
cells floating in the air make 
your culture work.) Store the 
culture in a covered glass or 
plastic container. Always stir 
with a wooden spoon. (not 
metal). When you. use the 
culture, always leave at least 1 
172 cups; replace or feed it by 
adding 1 cup milk, 1 cup flour 
and 1/4 cup sugar, return to 
container. After feeding the 
culture, do not use for at least 
24 hours. The longer you keep 
and use your culture, the 
better it gets. It can be used for 
years. If you can’t use your 
culture for awhile, freeze it. To 
use it again, thaw, then wait 24 
hours or until it is bubbling 
well. 

Sourdough Scones 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
dash salt 

1 tablespoon baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon baking soda 

1/3 cup cooking oil 

1 cup sourdough culture 

Mix and knead like bread. 
Roll 1/2‘ to 3/4* thick. Cut into 
diamond shapes. Place on 
ungreased baking sheet. Bake 
at 425 F. for 10 to 12 minutes.
